Transmission 
media can also tak o th e form of e l e ctromagnetic radiation, lik o thos e g o n o rat e d during 
radio wave and infra red data communications, or take th e form of on e or more groups 
of signals. Common forms of a computer-readable medium include, but are not limited 
to, a floppy disk, a flexible disk, a hard disk, a magnetic tape, other magnetic medium, a 
CD-ROM, other optical medium, punch cards, paper tape, oth e r physical medium with 
patterns of ho le s, a RAM, a ROM, an EPROM, a FLASH-EPROM, or other memory chip 
or card, a memory stick, a carrier wav e /puls e , and other media from which a computer, 
a processor or other electronic device can read.

It will be 
appreciated by one of ordinary skill in the art that the form of software may be 
dependent on, for example, requirements of a desired application, the environment in 
which it runs, and/or the desires of a designer/programmer or the like. It will also be 
appreciated that computer-readable and/or executable instructions can be located in 
one logic and/or distributed between two or more communicating, co-operating, and/or 
parallel processing logics and thus can be loaded and/or executed in serial, parallel, 
massively parallel and other manners. 
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
